Nazis Say Big 
Transport Sunk 


Claim 10,000-Ton 
Ship Torpedoed 
Near Murmansk 


BERLIN—(/P)t-German naval foices 


joining Nazi bombers in a fieice air 
and sea battle against strongly guard- 
ed convoy headed for Murmansk sank 
a 10,000-ton transport from New York 
sarrying tanks and ammunition and 
damaged a British cruiser and lost 
one destroyer, the German command 
said Monday. 


The scene of the action apparently 


was Arctic Ocean off North Cape and 
the naval battle occurred in a dawn 
blizzard the day after an aerial attack 
on the convoy which the high com- 
mand said Sunday caused hea\ y dnm- 
age.

York were taken aboard by German 
naval craft.

Yet there arc dozens of 
stales which have set up barriers 
against free interstate movement of 
both milk and eggs. 


In some states there are actual 


prohibitions against tho sale of fresh 
eggs not produced within the state. 
Others require that eggs laid out-- 
side the state's own boundaries and 
"imported" be labeled "foreign" or 
'shipped" without any reference be- 
ing made as to when or to how 
fresh the eggs are. Barriers of this 
kind simply narrow the market, limtit 
the supply, and raise the price. 


Milk and dairy products are even 


further restricted if moved across state 
lines. Seventeen states have needless 
and overlapping systems of licensing. 
Twenty states restrict the distribution 
of fluid milk. Twenty-nine states pro- 
hibit filled 
milk, which is what's 


left after whole milk lias been run 
through the cream separator to take 
out the fats for butter, then forfeited 
by the substitution of vegetable or 
animal fats to make it as rich or rich 
or than it was before. Filled milk sells 
for 15 per cent less than whole milk. 
It's supposed to be just as nutritious, 
but these 29 states prohibit its sale. In 
one state, milke brought in across the 
state line must be dyed red.

Margarine Fight an Old One 
The battle over margarine goes back 


for decades. It's made mostly from ve- 
getable fats and recent dcvclopmcni 
of the science of adding vitamins have 
made it possible to produce margarine 
just as nutritious as butter. It coulc 
be retailed for half the cost of buttei 
and it is needed for low-cost diets 


cause of these restrictions. 


All of these limitations have been 


forced over by state legislatures in 
the guise of measures to protect the 
farmers, but n lot of these restrictions 
hit the farmer right where he lives. In 
the case of fertilizers, there are so 
many diferent state statutory formu- 
las and state requirements for analy- 
sis, sampling, grading and packaging 
that interstate shipments of fertilizers 
are seriously deterred and the prices 
therefore artificially raised. 


Furthermore, if the farmer has to 


cross a state line in moving his crops 
to market, he is apt to run into many 
difficulties. This subject has been giv- 
en more publicity than any other 
phase of this commercial warfare bc- 
wcen the states, but as only repeti- 
tion brings results, there's no harm 
in hitting it again. 


Truck movements Impeded
